This  system  will  ne“ver  replace 
your  own  eyes  or  knowledge  but  will  give  you  the  self 
confidence  of  your  grading  when  you  take  the  note  home 
so  you  can  use  your  computer  on  it. 

I also  attended  the  A.N.A.  in  Pittsburgh  and  had  a 
great  time.  Bought  coins  and  two  Michigan  Nationals  for 
my  collection.  The  prices  of  obsoletes  are  really  get-

respect.  However,  when  national  bank  note  issues  were  be- 
coming quite  large  for  certain  banks  and  to  possibly  save 
time  for  all  bank  officers,  no  exception  was  made  to 
printed  or  stamped  signatures  as  distinguished  from 
written  signatures.  It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection 
that  all  national  bank  notes  issued  to  or  received  by  a 
bank  were  subject  to  redemption  whether  or  not  the  notes 
were  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  bank. 


Whether  written,  printed  or  stamped,  the  signatures 
appearing  on  the  notes  must  have  been  those  of  the  Pres- 
ident or  Vice-President  and  Cashier  of  the  bank.  Neither 
an  acting  President  or  Vice-President,  nor  an  Assistant 
or  acting  Cashier,  was  authorized  to  sign  national  bank 
notes . 


Even  with  the  above  law  there  are  national  bank  notes 
known  that  were  signed  by  an  Assistant  Cashier.  It  is 
not  known  if  the  banks  were  ignorant  of  the  law  or  if 
the  banks  would  purposely  disobey  the  law.  Also,  it  is 
not  known  if  the  Treasury  Department  would  notify  a bank 
of  its  mistake,  or  if  the  bank  would  be  penalized  in  any 
way.  The  Treasury  Department  would  find  out  the  signa- 
ture discrepancy  when  the  notes  came  in  for  redemption 
or  when  the  bank  examiner  visited  the  bank.  Bank  ex- 
aminations were  done  twice  a year. 


When  an  Assistant  Cashier  would  sign  a note,  he  would 
write  "Assistant",  "Asst"  or  possibly  only  an  "A"  before 
the  engraved  word  "Cashier"  on  the  note.  This  is  an  ex- 
citing variation  to  look  for  when  it  comes  to  collect- 
ing national  bank  notes. 

The  first  note  pictured  is  a $5  national  bank  note  from 
the  Third  Charter  Period  on  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Sanger,  Tc^as;  charter  number  7886.  The  "Arrow"  points 
to  the  "Asst"  Cashier  signature  of  E.B. Brown.  It  is  hand 
written,  while  the  signature  of  the  President,  J.T.  Cham- 
bers is  stamped.  This  note  dates  from  the  early  to  mid 
1920's .

The  second  note  pictured  is  a $5  Series  1929  small 
size  national  bank  note  on  the  same  bank.  It  is  a Type 
II  since  the  charter  number  is  listed  four  times  on  the 
face  of  the  note  (7886).  This  means  the  note  was  issued 
between  1933  and  1935.  The  bank  officers  are  the  same 
but  E.B. Brown  has  been  promoted  to  Cashier.  These  sig- 
natures were  engraved  on  the  plates  for  the  notes  by 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.  Therefore,  one 
will  not  find  'Assistant”  Cashier  on  any  of  the  small 
size  national  bank  notes.
